Yuma Library Wins National Award 


National Library Week 1961 will 
long be remembered in the city of 
Yuma, for on the first day a $5,000 
check was awarded to the Yuma City- 
County Library by Harry Scherman 
of the Book-of-the-Month Club, who 
called the Yuma library “one of the 
outstanding small libraries in Amer- 
ica.”” The award, given yearly in honor 
of Dorothy Canfield Fisher, is con- 
sidered the top library award in the 
nation. 

William L. Shirer, famed war cor- 
respondent, spoke at the presentation 
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ceremonies on “Russia and Germany, 
Keynote to the Future.” Mr. Shirer’s 
latest book, The Rése and Fall of the 
Third Reich, recently won the 1960 
National Book Award. In his speech 
Mr. Shirer said, “Not since the end 
of World War II has the world situa- 
tion been so bad.” Africa in turmoil, 
the U.N. in trouble, and the Russians 
putting pressure on Berlin, he pointed 
out and called 1949 an “awesome year 
in history”—the year the Russians de- 
veloped nuclear weapons. “Is there 
any way out of this dilemma?”

PROCEEDINGS 32nd Annual Convention 


ARIZONA STATE LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 
APRIL 7-8, 1961, RAMADA INN, PHOENIX 





The Thirty-Second Annual,Convention of Arizona State Library Association 
was held April 7 and 8, 1961, at the Ramada Inn, Phoenix, and had as its theme 
“Libraries for the Soaring 60’s.’”’ Approximately 300 people attended. 


Workshops were conducted on Friday, April 7, from 9:30 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. 
with the following programs: Public Library Public Relations—Winston R. Hender- 
son, Chairman; Standards for School Library Programs—Mae Wiita, Chairman; 
Exploring the Role of Special Libraries Association in Arizona—Donald M. Powell, 
Chairman. 


FIRST GENERAL SESSION 


The First General Session convened Friday, April 7, at 8 p.m., following an 
informal dinner in the Ramada Room. Mrs. Wilma Heisser, president, presided. An 
official welcome was extended by Phoenix Vice Mayor Dick Smith. The business 
meeting was then called to order. Since the minutes of the Thirty-First Annual 
Convention were published in the Arizona Librarian, they were approved without 
formal reading. 


The treasurer’s report submitted by Wallace D. Bump showed a balance 
of $1,616.14 in the general fund and $1,192.08 in the scholarship fund as of 
March 31, 1961. 

Mrs. Emalee Philpott, second vice-president and editor of the Arizona 
Librarian, presented a report showing that five issues were published this year. Back 
issues will, in the future, be stored at Arizona State University. In a financial 
statement, Mrs. Philpott urged the organization to consider raising its subsidy for 
the Librarian. Balance on hand as of April 5, 1961, was $62.64 with a credit balance 
of $227.59. 

Mrs. Heisser reviewed the accomplishments of the Executive Board and 


the Association as a whole during the past year. The second annual conference. 


for student assistants was held at Tempe on October 8, and the first Governor’s 
Conference on Library Development on October 1 was most successful. Participants 
have requested further meetings of this type. Further work was done on implement- 
ing library standards. Because of suggestions made by ASLA, librarians are being 
included on local school evaluation teams of the North Central Association. Mrs. 
Heisser urged ASLA members to attend meetings of the Executive Board, at which 
visitors are welcome. 

The president then named the following convention committees: Parliamen- 
tarian: Gertrude James; Auditors: Harold W. Batchelor and Frank A. Schneider; 
Budget: Wallace D. Bump, Marie Siedentopf, Mrs. Dorothy Weiler, William M. 
Mitchell, Mrs. Lutie Higley; Resolutions: Fleming Bennett, chairman, and Mrs. 
Lela Jenewein. 

Mrs. Jane Peters reported that Public Libraries Committee members had 
been active in nearly all libraries in the state. The Round Robin circulation of the 
Wilson Library Bulletin and Library Journal continued with ten libraries participat- 
ing. W. R. Henderson reported on the Public Libraries Workshop on Public Relations. 

The School Libraries Committee sponsored a luncheon meeting during the 
AEA convention on Friday, November 4, according to Chairman Mae Wiita. The 
chief project of the Committee this year has been the completion of the survey of 
school libraries of Arizona begun last year and the preparation of school library 
standards. The Committee is seriously considering the formation.of a school library 
association affiliated with both ASLA and Arizona Education Association. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Baughn, Recruitment Committee chairman, thanked those 
who helped to make the SLAA convention at Tempe, at which 32 schools were rep- 
resented, a success. The students voted to hold thir annual meeting in the spring. 
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planning another convention for April 22 to elect and install new officers for 
1961-62. The Committee recommends the recruitment of more members to SLAA 
particularly in the northern part of the state. Mrs. Baughn then introduced Miss 
Tanna Fields, a student at Miami High School and president of SLAA, who thanked 
members of the ASLA and extended an invitation to the convention to be held 
April 22 at Scottsdale High School. 

The secretary announced the results of the election and named the following 
officers for 1961-62: William M. Mitchell, president; Mrs. Marguerite B. Cooley, 
first vice-president; Mrs. Emalee E. Philpott, second vice-president; Jean Smith, 
secretary; Wallace D. Bump, treasurer. 


SECOND GENERAL SESSION 


The Second General Session was called to order by Mrs. Heisser at 9:45 a.m., 
Saturday, April 8. 

Mrs. Marguerite Cooley, Membership Committee chairman, announced that 
there are now 290 members of the Association. The Committee set up a table at the 
AEA luncheon for school librarians and sent flyers to 150 public librarians. Member- 
ship slips for 1961 were included in the Arizona Librarian. 

Mrs. Alice B. Good, Library Development Committee chairman, reported that 
during the year three meetings were held. Among the objectives discussed were plans 
to establish tax supported public libraries from community sponsored libraries. They 
also considered the continuation of the Extension Library Service and assisted with 
the suecessful Governor’s Conference on Library Development. 


The Legislative Committee had no definite legislative program this year. 
according to Gertrude Thayer, chairman. The state legislature granted $50,000 to 
the State Department of Library and Archives to continue the Library Services Act. 

The Scholarship Committee, headed by William E. Bartels, investigated the 
possibility of including a scholarship project through the Library Services Act as is 
done in some states. Only state funds can be used for this purpose; so it is a project 
only in states with well developed extension programs. Mrs. Good has inquired into 
the possibility of Arizona persons Studying for librarianship through the Western 
Interstate Commission for Higher Education. The Committee recommends that the 
Association continue to explore the possibility of offering a grant to cover the cost 
of tuition and registration in six to twelve hours of library science in summer school. 

Some of the changes suggested to the Constitution Re-Evaluation Committee 
under the chairmanship of Mrs. Dixie Thompson were 1) that there be a standing 
committee of Library Trustees; 2) that the dues structure be changed; 3) that the 
editor of the Arizona Librarian be appointed to the Executive Board to serve an 
indefinite term; 4) that retired librarians shall pay no ASLA dues; 5) that the 
School Libraries Committee be enlarged. The Committee’s feeling is that we have a 
good basic constitution and that within its framework most of these problems can 
be worked out. The Committee further suggests that the findings of the Committee 
be given further study before constitutional changes are recommended. 

Mrs. Elinor Saltus, chairman of School Standards Implementation Committee, 
reported that definite action on developing state standards has been postponed until 
the survey being conducted by the School Libraries Committee is completed and 
evaluated. Mrs. Saltus, however, has communicated with AASL and S.W.L.A. head- 
quarters and is evolving a plan to submit to the leadership conference of the School 
Library Development Project in April in order to obtain money to carry out the 
work of implementation of school library standards in Arizona. Mrs. Saltus asked for 
suggestions as to how to obtain community support for this project. 

As ALA councilor Mrs. Saltus also reported on ALA activities. The reasons 
for the new headquarters building and the financial obligations was of primary 
importance. The report of the Committee on Civil Rights will be considered at the 
Cleveland Conference. Participation in the projected 1962 Century 21 Exposition was 
discussed. ALA’s part in the exchange of librarians with Russia is a step forward. 
The Executive Board of ALA expressed to President Kennedy the hope that there 
would not be a new appointment of Librarian of Congress with the change of 
administration. 

William E. Bartels reported for National Library Week that the Committee 
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is supplying materials and getting publicity. There will be a summary of results 
later. 

W. R. Henderson moved that the budget, presented by Budget Committee Chair- 
man Wallace Bump, be accepted. The motion was seconded by Mrs. Elinor Saltus 
and carried. 

Mr. Bartels moved that the Association pay the traveling expenses and daily 
expense not to exceed $15.00 per day of the ALA councilor to the mid-winter meet- 
ing and of the S.W.L.A. councilor to the! meeting every two years of the Southwest 
Library Association. Paying expenses of the ALA councilor to the annual Convention 
will be at the discretion of the Executive Board. Grace Yoder seconded the motion. 
Fleming Bennett moved to amend the motion to read “‘The Association may pay the 
traveling expenses and daily expenses not to exceed $15.00 per day of the ALA 
councilor to at least one or both meetings of the ALA.’”’ Gertrude Keuhl seconded 
the amendment, which carried. The amended motion was then carried. 


Miss Marian Glover recommended that the Executive Board consider the 
advisability of establishing a public relations committee. 

Mrs. Elinor Saltus recommended that the matter of dues be discussed by 
the convention. Fleming Bennett moved that the meeting be recessed for fifteen 
minutes. William Mitchell seconded the motion which carried. 

When the meeting reconvened, the Executive Board recommended that the 
convention consider the report of the Dues Evaluation Committe. Donald Powell 
moved and Mae Wiita seconded the motion that the convention adopt the dues 
structure as stated in the report of the Dues Evaluation Committee which reads as 
follows: 


Salary $0000 to $1999 ................ $1.00 Salary $7000 and over .......... cesses MOO 
$2000 to $2999 ................ $2.00 Non-library institutions .......... $5.00 
$3000 to $4999 ............. . $3.00 Life Membership 
$5000 to $6999 ................ $5.00 (limited to individuals) ... $50.00 


This schedule would begin with the 1962 dues. The motion carried. 

Mrs. Heisser read a telegram from the American Library Association extend- 
ing greetings and good wishes for a successful convention. She then expressed grati- 
tude to Miss James for acting as parliamentarian, to the officers and committee 
chairmen, and to Mr. Schneider for acting as convention chairman. 

The meeting adjourned at 11:45 for lunch.

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Censorship and the School Librarian 





\ny discussion of censorship begins 
with two strikes against it. First, it is 
a term incapable of precise definition. 
Second. the word is an emotionally 
charged one. If anything of value is 
to result, therefore, it must deal in 
specifics. The evidence of history sug- 
gests that there is no easy solution to 
he problem and that generalities are 
vorthless. The problem can only be 
‘ed in terms of the individual movie, 

individual play, the individual 
hook. No single blow, either for or 
against freedom, can ever be consid- 
ered final.

The teacher-librarian is on the fir- 
ing line in any problem involving cen- 
sorship. This is exactly where he 
should be. By virtue of professional 
training, experience and _ inclination, 
no other person is so well equipped to 
speak on the subject of literature with 
authority. His responsibilities are im- 
portant and must be met in a positive 
manner. Because his position is vulner- 
able, he must always look to his first 
line of defense—a knowledge of his 
books. 

This does not mean a_ personal 
knowledge of every item in the library 
or on a book list. Professional lists 
must be relied upon for assistance. 
They are not, however, and were not 
intended to be the absolute source of 
reliance that they have become for 
many. We have no right to point vir- 
tuously at someone else’s list in a 
moment of crisis and say, “Look. It’s 
m the approved list. Don’t blame me.” 
Such lists are guides, nothing more. 
We should not be bound by them any- 
more than we should be bound by the 
decisions of lay committees or minor- 
ity groups with private axes to grind.

Neither should we hide behind the 
skirts of any sort of selection com- 
mittee. By and large our responsibil- 
ities are our own and should remain 
so. If we haven’t the courage of our 
decisions, perhaps we belong else- 
where. 


If the foregoing is true, and I think 
it is, we must be free to make mis- 
takes, and we must assert this right. 
Occasionally someone is killed in basic 
training and we know this to be a 
regrettable but necessary evil. Some- 
times a librarian errs and this too is 
regrettable. I know of no case on rec- 
ord, however,:of anyone ever having 
been permanently damaged by read- 
ing a questionable book. I sometimes 
think we can do more damage by 
keeping a child confined to the limits 
of the so-called “safe” books. If art 
is ever to have either meaning or 
value, it is not to be found in the in- 
nocuous. Ultimately the responsibility 
for selection is ours, and we should 
accept it individually. If we are not 
to be the vigorous spokesmen for a 
cause, we have no right to expect help 
from others. 

No community can expect excellence 
in education when the teacher or the 
librarian is under pressure and has to 
watch every word and worries about 
every reading list. This brings us di- 
rectly to the role of the parent and 
the community. Certainly parents have 
a legitimate cause for concern about 
their children’s reading habits. They 
have a responsibility here which they 
share with the school. 

Parents can err largely in either of 
two ways—one, by utterly disregard- 
ing the child’s reading habits ; and two, 
by being overly zealous in attempts to 
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protect the youngster. When a parent 
is concerned, he can best serve all par- 
ties by discussing his individual prob- 
lem with the teacher or librarian in- 
volved. A citizenry can be made in- 
dignant by a passage removed from 
context, and unfortunate publicity can 
result. When it does, everyone is hurt. 
Emotions are aroused, judgments 
based on inadequate and unsound ob- 
servation occur, parents are made 
unduly concerned, taxpayers are led 
to question the spending of tax money, 
and teachers fear to do many of the 
things which must be done. And yet 
it must be obvious that no one is 
operating in a position of responsibility 
with the intent to do damage. 
Despite all the efforts of parents, 
teachers, and librarians, a child is 
bound to do a certain amount of read- 
ing on his own, some of which would 
not be sanctioned by his elders. Some 
of this is good. If we educators can 
give a child guidance enough that he 
will develop critical faculties and 
learn how to distinguish between a 
passage where sex is involved as an 
integeral part of a work and where 


it is involved as simple pornography, : 


we are asserting our function as 
teachers. We cannot perform in this 
role on a diet of Lassie Come Home. 

Max Lerner has said of censorship : 

My own concern about all this is 
not only that the people who write 
books should have freedom to say 
what they think, and that artists 
should have the freedom to create 
with integrity. My real concern is for 
an honest American culture, in which 
our children will be able to face 
squarely what we have done well and 
what we have done ill—and hold to 
the first, and mend the second . 
The censors say: “Do you want your 
children to be corrupted by this un- 
printable word?” and I answer: “I 
do not fear that a word will corrupt 
them, but a dishonest society, fear- 
ful of looking at itself in the mirror 
of art and truth.” 

To this I can only add a fervent 
and heart-felt “Amen.”

COMMITTEE REPORTS 


President’s Report 

This year has passed quickly and we were very busy as will be evidenced by 
the reports from the committee chairmen. 

The Executive Board has met four times: at Phoenix College Library, Rincon 
High School Library in Tucson, Maricopa County Free Library, and Thatcher High 
School Library. Attendance was excellent at all meetings; the members participated 
fully and harmoniously, and the business of the Association proceeded in an orderly 
manner. I am especially indebted to the host and two hostesses for accommodations 
and refreshments. 

It is a pleasure to have been President for this term during which such 
wonderful help and cooperation have been displayed and fulfilled. The members can 
well be proud of their elected and appointed officers. Some of the rewards of any 
office are the professional contacts and friendships one develops while working with 
colleagues. No organization has better or finer participants than we do — and I 
only wish their influence and their efforts could be spread more widely than in 
Executive Board affairs. 

We all should become more team conscious in our library activities and 
should share with one another the developments and opportunities that are mater- 
ializing in the libraries of this fabulous state of Arizona. During the ‘Soaring 
Sixities’”” we must not stand alone—we must proceed together. One of the best 
vehicles for such action is loyalty to and enthusiasm for our Arizona State Library 
Association and all it upholds. 

A few of the highlights of the year would include the second Student Library 
Convention held on October 8 at ASU. ASLA pesented the junior organization with 
a gavel. This is a very enthusiastic group of students with plans for a spring conven- 
tion later this month. 

The first Governors’ Conference — planned by the Library Development Com- 
mittee and sponsored by ASLA, Arizona Development Board, and the State Exten- 
sion Service —was attended by approximately 250 persons interested in libraries, 
including supervisors, members of city councils, lawyers, persons in the communica- 
tions field and members of civic organizations, as well as librarians. It was such a 
success that many requests have been received suggesting that it be made an 
annual event. 

The Association treasurer, Mrs. Godsell, became ill on her tour to Australia 
last summer and was forced to resign. I am happy to announce that rest and care 
have been effective and she is back at work. We are most grateful to Wallace Bump, 
who kindly consented to fill the remainder of her term. 

Mrs. Helen Moffit’s activities were also restricted for health reasons, causing 
her to give up the chairmanship of the School Libraries Committee. Mrs. Oleta 
Morgan, who was the senior member in line for the chairmanship, asked to be relieved 
of this duty because of illness in her family but wished to retain her position on the 
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committee. Miss Wiita is serving as chairman for her. This has been a most active 
committee, cooperating with Mrs. Saltus and the Implementation Committee and 
compiling statistics to use in formulating and implementing school library standards 
for the state. Miss Wiita will be presenting a detailed account of the activities at 
this business session. 

The ASLA Convention last spring requested an ev.luation of the Constitution 
and a dues survey. Mrs. Dixie Thompson was appointed chairman of the Evaluation 
Committee and Miss Nell Manuel of the Dues Committee. Miss Manuel did an inter- 
esting study of dues structures which was presented to the Executive Board. After 
consideration of their recommendations the Board decided to table the report. This 
study, however, can be a useful basis for future action. 

Efforts have been made by the Executive Board to obtain the appointment 

f a professional librarian to the North Central Association accrediting teams for 
evaluating secondary schools. Letters were sent to NCA and to Dr. Crowell, the state 
chairman. Dr. Crowell asked to have two names of persons in the Phoenix area who 
will help evaluate two libraries here this spring. I feel this and the probable future 
cooperation between NCA and ASLA is a recognition and advancement for library 
progress in the state. 

I have received many reports from librarians and audio-visual people on the 
excellency of the report of ASLA’s representative, Mrs. Dixie Thompson, ,to the 
Arizona Association of Audio-Visual Education Convention. She presented a paper 
with appropriate visual aids on “The Library as an Instructional Materials Center.”’ 

And last, but definitely not least, I am sure we all share a great feeling of 
pride with the Yuma City-County Library for winning the top Dorothy Canfield Fisher 
Award which will be presented April 15. I urge as many as possible to attend. The 
program, featuring William L. Shirer, will be most interesting. 

There are several areas that have been brought to my attention that should 
have consideration in order to further the effectiveness of the Association. The entire 
membership, in order to have a growing knowledge of the business of the Association, 
should be urged to visit the Executive Board meetings. This would necessitate giving 
advance notice, but the benefits of visiting these meetings would be large. Every- 
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one would have a better understanding of the problems and aims of the Association 
and be in a position to further these aims when the opportunity arises. 

Attendance at these meetings can also provide a background for future 
officers and candidates. The nominating committee is limited in choice of candidates 
by the membership’s lack of knowledge of business being processed. The Executive 
Board meetings should in no way be considered closed. Though these visitors would 
have a limited voice in the discussion and no voting privileges, their presence would 
be most acceptable. 

There is also, possibly, a need for more printed communication or for more 
meetings. A suggestion has been made for a one-day general business meeting to 
be held in December, during the Xmas recess. There is also need for an executive 
group which would work together on administrative problems. It should include 
administrators of public and state libraries, as well as school librarians, and serve as 
an exchange of information, a clearing for personnel, etc. 

With the great demand for and the lack of trained librarians in the state, 
thought should be-given to the improvement of professional education and training 
activities with the possible ultimate goal of a library school in the state. Some of 
these suggestions are by their nature long-range but should no less enter into our 
plans for the future. —Wilma Heisser, President. 


Second Vice President’s Report 


Five issues of the Arizona Librarian have been published since the 1960 
Convention. The Spring 1961 issue, due out in April, was actually mailed March 17. 
Previously, the Spring issue carried the convention proceedings. Since the Executive 
Board wished to publicize the convention news, however, it was decided to designate 
the Spring issue as the “convention issue” and publish the proceedings in the Sum- 
mer one, due out in July. This has the added advantage of giving succeeding editors 
more time for the preparation and distribution of their first issue. 

The storage of extra copies of the old issues became a problem. With editors 
succeeding each other each two years, the transfer of these back and forth is expen- 
sive and inconvenient. A centrally located point of storage from which editors can 
draw copies seemed advisable. Harold Batchelor offered the services of Matthews 
Library, ASU, and this offer was accepted. 

The financial report of the Arizona Librarian (as of March 23, 1951) is 
appended below. 

This is the most serious problem facing the publication—this matter of 
finance. The Association subsidizes the magazine in the amount of 50c per member 
per year. This is less than 16% of the total cost of the four issues each member 
receives. The approximate cost per copy is 80c, including all expenses, such as post- 
age, supplies and mimeographing forms. 

The editor urgently requests that ASLA raise the subsidy to $1.00 per mem- 
ber per year. —Emalee E. Philpott, 2nd Vice President and Editor, Arizona Librarian.

School Libraries Committee 


Committee members for this past year were Mrs. Oveta Morgan, Flowing 
Wells Elementary School; Nell Manuel, Alhambra District; and Mae M. Wiita, 
West High School. Mrs. Helen Moffat, chairman of the Committee, was forced to 
resign because of poor health in September, and illness in Mrs. Morgan’s family 
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prevented her from assuming the responsibility. Mrs. Heisser then appointed Mae M. 
Wiita as chairman and Nell Manuel to fill the vacancy on the Committee. Ruth 
Maloney, Rose Lane School; Jack Hartley, English teacher at West High School; 
-_ J. Anthony Serio, Holbrook High School, have served as consultants to the 
ommittee. 


The Committee sponsored a luncheon meeting at the AEA convention on 
Friday, Nov. 4, in Palo Verde Hall at ASU. Mr. D. Peter Ciochette, English teacher, 
Pueblo High School, and Mr. Phillip Woodruff, head of social studies at Rincon 
High School, spoke on “Humanities in the Schools.” Mrs. Elinor Saltus, chairman of 
the School Library Standards Implementation Committee, discussed ‘Developing 
Long Range Plans for Improving Our School Library Services.” Nell Manuel and 
Mae M. Wiita served as co-chairmen. The Alhambra School District librarians were 
in charge of registration and decorations. One hundred thirty-eight persons attended. 

On November 16 Miss Wiita appointed Mrs. Marion Glover to serve as 196} 
AASL representative for National Library Week. 

Nell Manuel was named representative to the AASL state Assembly for a 
three-year period. The Assembly serves as the liaison body between the national 
and state school library organizations. Miss Manuel will attend the ALA Cleveland 
Conference programs to report on our activities, and she will keep the Assembly 
informed of our projects and activities throughout the year. Mr. Bartels will serve 
as the Arizona representative on the AASL Ad Hoc Committee on Legislation. 


Twenty-five dollars was allotted to the School Libraries Committee for the 
year. At the December 10th meeting the Executive Board voted an additional $35 
to complete the “Survey of the School Libraries.” 

In the spring of 1960 a special committee of ASLA conducted a statewide 
survey of school libraries. Questionnaires sent to all public schools elicited over 
400 replies. The information was tabulated before the close of school, but there was 
no time for either follow-up or interpretation. 

This year the Committee had as its chief project the completion of this study 
and the preparation of school library standards. Follow-up questionnaires have been 
sent to 110 schools that did not reply in 1960. As soon as these forms are returned, 
breakdown by individual schools can be completed. The Committee will then have a 
realistic picture of the school library situation in Arizona and can proceed to formv- 
late standards. This survey is a major undertaking. Nell Manuel, Ruth Maloney, 
Bill Mitchell and Helen Moffat launched it last year. Nell Manuel and Mae M. Wiita 
have carried on the work in 1960-61. 

Elizabeth O. Williams, president of AASL and director, School Libraries, Los 
Angeles, will be speaker and discussion leader at both the school libraries section 
meetings. Topic for the Friday session is “Standards for School Library Programs’’ 
and on Saturday afternoon, “Book Selection — Not Censorship.” 

The Committee is giving serious consideration to the formation of a separate 
school library association affiliated with the Arizona State Library Association and 
the Arizona Education Association. The association could hold its annual meeting 
during the AEA fall convention and also have program sessions at the ASLA meet- 
ing. More school librarians could attend the fall meeting because they are released 
from school along with the teachers. Many librarians have difficulty in being released 
for the spring convention of ASLA. 

At present, Arizona has 255 school librarians. Of these, more than half, or 
143, work in Maricopa County, and 54 belong to ASLA. Of the 112 librarians out- 
side this county, 55 are ASLA members. We need the 146 non-affiliated librarians 
if we are to carry on effective school library programs throughout the state. 
Therefore, we must make our organization so vital and worthwhile that they will 
want to belong to it. This presents a real challenge to the School] Libraries Committee. 
—Mae M. Wiita, Chairman. 


Membership Committee 

Total membership for the year 1960 was 272. At this time the prospects seem 
very good that the 1961 total will go over the 300 figure. 

In the fall a poster set up at the AEA Librarians’ luncheon resulted in a 


number of memberships, both new and renewal.

Public Libraries Committee 


The three members of the Public Library Committee were in evidence at 
nearly all library activities in the state. Dorothy Weiler has given unmeasured assis- 
tance to every library. Winston Henderson was active on the steering committee for 
the Governor’s Conference on Public Library Development. Many valuable points 
were listed when he spoke on the subject “Professional Librarians: Who Needs 
Them?” 

The Round Robin circulation of the two professional magazines, the Wilson 
Library Bulletin and the Library Journal, was continued with ten libraries participat- 
ing, and the suggestion has been made that this be enlarged through a post card 
survey. 

The committee cooperated with the planning of the Public Libraries and 
Trustees Workshop which was presented at this convention. —Jane Peters, Chairman. 


Recruitment Committee 


The members of the Committee would like to express their thanks to the 
many people who have helped on the Recruitment Committee project this year. 

The annual convention of the Student Library Association of Arizona, which 
was held on the campus of Arizona State University on October 8, was a huge 
success. One hundred ninety persons attended with 32 schools represented. The 
distribution of recruitment literature was made directly to the students at the con- 
vention, and more literature will be distributed at the convention on April 22. 

At the October convention SLAA voted to hold their annual meeting in the 
spring of each year. This made it necessary to have another convention during this 
school year to elect and install new officers for the coming year. 

It is the recommendation of the committee that an all out effort be made to 
recruit more members into SLAA especially from the northern part of the state. 

It has been a pleasure to work with the officers of SLAA and ther sponsors. 

It is with a great deal of pride that I introduce to you Tanna Fields, Miami 
High School, the second president of SLAA, who has proved to be a very capable 
and efficient leader. She will tell you of the accomplishments of the Association and 
the plans for the convention to be held on April 22, 1961. —Elizabeth Baughn, 
Chairman; Helen Ashe; Flora Cordes; Jennie Welcome; Rev. Francis J. Fox, S.J., 
consultant. 


Library Development Committee 


Three meetings were held during the year. Many problems of library develop- 
ment in Arizona were discussed and decisions included were that there should be a 
program of long range rather than temporary or year-to-year planning and that a 
ten-year program with a five-year intermediate goal in which certain objectives 
should be accomplished would be reasonable. 

Among the objectives to be accomplished during the first five years should be 
a study of our definition of a public library, what standards must be met by small 
community libraries in order to be classed as a “public” library, and the problem of 
transition from libraries. operated by special groups or clubs to libraries operated by 
the city or community, with sufficient tax support to pay for library services. A 
sub-committee has undertaken a study of standards. A report on this will be made 
as soon as possible. 

The continuation of library extension service under the extended Library 
Services Act was discussed and the hope evolved that Arizona would continue the 
appropriation of matching funds for cooperation with the federal government. I am 
pleased to report that it seems the appropriation will be made. 

The Community on Library Development assisted with the Governor’s Con- 
ference on Library Development, which was held on October 1, and very well 
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attended. A great deal of interest was shown, and many expressed the hope that 
there would be an annual meeting on the development of library services in the 
state. —Alice B. Good, Chairman. 


Legislative Committee 


No definite legislative program was sponsored by the Committee this year. 

The State Legislature granted $50,000 to the Department of Library and 
Archives to continue the demonstration program of the federal Library Services Act. 

An omnibus bill to increase salaries with a minimum and a maximum amount 
for all state employees has been introduced. 

It was considered inadviSable to recommend any legislative changes this 
year in the membership of the Advisory Board of Curators of the Arizona State 
Library and Archives. —Gertrude Thayer, Chairman; Ernestine Bohlmann; Lela 
Jenewein. 


School Library Standards Implementation Committee 


The Committee held seven meetings during the year, including the conven- 
tion meeting and a school librarians’ luncheon at the fall meeting of AEA. At the 
luncheon the chairman made a brief talk on standards and the first group of regional 
representatives were appointed. These were assigned to work in specific areas of 
the state. Action on developing state standards, in coopration with the State Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction, was postponed until the survey being conducted by the 
School Libraries Committee is completed and the results evaluated. The fall meeting 
was held in the office of the State Department of Public Instruction, and Mr. 
McLure, director of elementary education, and Mr. Shill, director of certification, 
met with us. Various problems of certification for school librarians were explored. 

At a later meeting the Committee voted to ask the Executive Board of ASLA 
to recommend that the North Central Association inspection committee for high 
school accreditation include a librarian as a member of the evaluation team. 

The chairman was instructed to inquire of AASL headquarters whether there 
will be money available for the states to carry out their plans for implementation of 
school library standards and whether there would be any limitations on its use. The 
correspondence which developed from this request and from a similar request to 
Southwestern Library Association made it quite clear that a detailed plan for the 
use of this money must be submitted to the national headquarters of AASL. The 
committee is now working on a plan to submit to the leadership conference of the 
School Library Development Project in Chicago the last week in April. This project 
is the organization sponsored by AASL to administer the $100,000 fund granted 
AASL by the Council on Library Resources (which receives its money from the 
Ford Foundation). The $100,000 will be apportioned among the various states for 
use in implementing school library standards. The implementation committee chair- 
man will attend that conference. 

The regional representatives were invited to attend a special meeting of 
the implementation committee during the convention on April 7, at which time 
their duties were to be explained more fully and the definite geographic areas for 
which they were responsible outlined. 

The committee would be most grateful to any members of the Arizona State 
Library Association for their suggestions on how to make contact with any educa- 
tional or community organizations in the state— such as PTA, Lions Club, etc. — 
which may help in arousing interest in our school libraries. —Elinor Saltus, Chair- 
man; William E. Bartels; Charles Gardner; Dolores Haug; Nell Manuel; William 
Mitchell; Inez Moffit; Mae Wiita. 


Report of ALA Councilor 


During the past year there were two national meetings of ALA. Teaching 
duties prevented your councilor from attending the Montreal meeting in June; how- 
ever, she was in attendance at the meeting in Chicago January 31-February 3. 

The new headquarters building in Chicago has been the subject of much 
attention this year. A million dollars from the Endowment Fund will be used for this 
purpose. This has resulted in a loss of income to the Association. Additional funds 
are also needed to support a new salary scale for the staff and for increased main- 
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tenance. Since rental space would have ultimately cost much more, however, this 
procedure seemed wise to the ALA officials. The Executive Board decided to ask for 
an increase in dues and to solicit contributions for the program from industries allied 
to library service, from foundations, library associations, and individual members. 
The gifts received under this plan totaled very nearly $100,000 by the end of 1960. 
For example, California contributed $1000 and South Dakota, $100. Other western 
states’ associations which have contributed are Idaho, Arkansas, Nevada, and Texas. 
he dues increase will be acted on at the Cleveland conference. 

Construction of the new headquarters has already begun. The article, “‘To- 
ward a Better Managed Headquarters,” in the March 1961 Bulletin shows that the 
building has been needed for some time and will be even more necessary in the 
future. 


The Committee on Civil Rights was instrumental in securing the addition of 
a new paragraph to the Library Bill of Rights, which now reads: “The rights of 
an individual to the use of a library should not be denied or abridged because of his 
race, religion, national origins, or politcal views.” The Committee felt that there 
were certain risks in making this recommendation because of sectional differences 
of opinion which might even intensify problems in certain areas. They decided, how- 
ever, that “these risks, whatever they may be, must be accepted by the Association.” 

One unsolved problem has been left for the Cleveland Conference to deal 
with —i. e., which divisions of the Association shall be responsible for issuing lists 
of materials —such as science book lists, or various subject lists for children and 
young people’s reading. The present practice is not acceptable to all the divisions. 

An exciting future event will be the Century 21 Exposition of America’s 
Spage Age World’s Fair to be held in Seattle during the summer of 1962. ALA 
plans a very interesting exhibit, if money can be found through some foundation 
to finance it. 

The Children’s Services Division plans to sponsor a series of films of New- 
bery Award books, these to be produced and directed by Joseph Krumgold, author 
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of And Now Miguel and Onion John. He also wrote the movie script of the former 
in its first form as a documentary. It will be necessary to find funds for this project. 

ALA’s part in international relations will receive a boost in the exchange 
of librarians with the Soviet Union this spring. A group of Soviet librarians will come 
to the United States in April, and a group of American librarians will go to Russia 
in May. The group of seven will include the Librarian of Congress; Emerson Green- 
away, director of the Free Library of Philadelphia; and Mrs. Frances Lander Spain, 
president of ALA. 

The Executive Board of ALA expressed to President Kennedy the hope that 
there would not be a new appointment of Librarian of Congress with the change in 
the administration, a matter brought to the attention of he Board through a news- 
paper story. The telegram sent by the Board was acknowledged but no statement was 
made as to the intentions of the administration. 


Carolyn Whitenack, of Purdue, represents ALA on the Educational Media 
Council, a corporation of 12 non-profit organizations, of which ALA is one. Other 
members are educational and commercial in nature. The education of materials 
specialists is one of its projects; another is developing a national directory service 
for new educational media materials. An overall master catalog will be published by 
ALA next year. 


One of the achievements of the year was the acceptance of American Associa- 
tion of School Librarians, an ALA division, as also a department of NEA. AASL 
now plans to have an assistant executive secretary in the NEA headquarters in 
Washington. —Elinor C. Saltus. 


Scholarship Committee 


The amount in the treasury designated as the Scholarship Fund on Dec. 31, 
1960, totalled $1,192.08. 

The Committee through information in the ALA Bulletin, March 1961, found 
that a number of states were including scholarship projects through the Library 
Services Act. Evidence showed that this was being done in states where extension 
work has been well established and state apportionments were used for this purpose, 
for federal funds cannot be used thus. 


Mrs. Alice B. Good, director of the Department of Library and Archives, has 
inquired into the possibility of Arizona persons studying for librarianship through 
the Western Interstate Commission for Higher Education. We anticipate a favorable 
reply when the Board of Regents realizes the need for librarians in all phases of 
library work. 

At the meeting of the Southwest Library Association in October, we learned 
that there is difficulty in locating persons qualified to use scholarship funds offered 
by the association. A proposal was made that the money presently in the SWLA 
Scholarship Fund be disbursed to the seven states comprising the association on 
a matching fund basis. This proposal will not be acted upon until the 1962 meeting. 

The committee recommends that the Scholarship Committee of 1961-62 con- 
tinue to “explore the possibility of offering a grant in an amount to cover the 
cost of tuition and registration in six to twelve hours of library science in summer? 
school, this grant to be made to someone who has demonstrated his interest in librar- 
ianship, perhaps even someone who is already serving in the profession in some 
capacity but who has insufficient training to be classed as a trained librarian. This 
investigation should disclose whether such a grant can be made at this time and 

“set the qualifications of the recipient.”” This recommendation was first made at the 
ASLA Convention, April 22-24, 1960, in Tucson. The committee regrets that it was 
unable to investigate these excellent recommendations. —William FE. Bartels, Chair- 
man; Ann Lighter; Virginia Thompson; Wallace Bump. 


Constitution Re-Evaluation Committee 


At the October SWLA Convention in Tucson, opportunity was provided to 
talk briefly with all but one of our committee members concerning the activities 
of the Constitution Re-Evaluation Committee. On November 7 each committee mem- 
ber was sent for study a letter containing a list of suggestions that had come to us 
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Members were asked to re-write any part of the Constitution necessary to include 
changes they favored. The deadline for these suggestions was December 5th. Only 
one member of the committee made such a suggestion. The other members felt that 
we had a good basic constitution and that we needed to interpret rather than revise. 


One suggestion made to the committee was that there be a standing com- 
mittee of Library Trustees. At an Executive Board meeting of ASLA held on 
May 31, 1960, a motion for a mail ballot of the membership to establish a standing 
committee of the Trustees was defeated. 


According to the Constitution: “Annual dues may be raised above the dollar 
minimum upon the recommendation of the Executive Board and a vote of the mem- 
bers present at any general session of the annual meeting.’’ The President appointed 
a committee to study the dues structure. The report of this Committee was made to 
the Executive Board on December 10. The Board requested that this report be 
studied by our committee for action to be taken at the February 18th meeting. At 
this meeting the Board voted to table the Dues Committee Report. 


Other suggestions for consideration were: 


1. That the editor of the Arizona Librarian be appointed by the Executive 
Board to serve an indefinite term which may be terminated by either the editor or 
the Executive Board upon notice of no less than three months. We felt that the 
whole subject of the Arizona Librarian requires more study than we have given it. 
We recommend that past editors be made a committee to make suggestions con- 
cerning necessary changes. 


2. That retired librarians shall pay no ASLA dues. We agree that retired 
librarians, who have been members of ASLA, should not pay dues. When other con- 
stitutional changes are recommended to the Association we suggest this be among 
them. ; 

3. That the membership of the School Libraries Committee be enlarged. This 
has been done by the appointment of consultants and has not required a constitu- 
tional change. 

4, The Constitution does not mention our affiliation with SWLA. We feel 
this could be included in the paragraph which sets forth the ties between us and ALA. 

Our strongest feeling is that details can not be “spelled out” in a constitu- 
tion; that we have a good basic constitution. We recommend that each president 
appoint a parliamentarian or interpreter to interpret the Constitution. 

We suggest that our findings be given further study before constitutional 
changes are recommended. 

This report does not represent a unanimous decision, but a majority one. —

During the war with Mexico and 


the California gold rush which fol- 
lowed a few years later, the previously 
slow but steady advance of America’s 
frontier throughout the southwestern 
region was suddenly accelerated. To 
the United States Army fell the task 
of protecting the emigrants and perm- 
anent settlers from Indian attacks pro- 
voked by white occupation of what 
the aboriginal inhabitants of the region 
considered to be their rightful domain. 
setween 1849 and 1886, some 46 
camps and forts were established in 
the Territory of Arizona, posts bear- 
ing the colorful names of Forts Yuma 
and Defiance, Huachuca and Apache; 
Camps Grant, Skull Valley, Goodwin, 
and Reno. Closely linked with them 
were the military leaders—such out- 
standing men as Generals Crook and 
Howard, Captains Cremony and 
Bourke, Lieutenants Britton Davis 
and Charles B. Gatewood — names 
which are well known throughout the 
state of Arizona today. 


With the appearance of Mr. 
Brandes’ book there is now available 
for reference a compact and extremely 
useful volume containing a brief his- 
tory of each of Arizona’s military 
posts, together with photographs, 
drawings, and ground plans where 
available, and a short biblography. 
Other extensive bibliographies of 
books, periodical articles, and United 
States government documents, and a 
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list of non-military forts and sites, are 
included.

Asa Don Dickinson, who died in 
South Kingstown, R. I., the other day 
at 84, was a librarian who had received 
many honors from the members of 
his profession. 

Mr. Dickinson was a past president 
of the American Library Association. 
He had also found time to do what 
many librarians are capable of doing, 
but never find the time to do. He had 
written some books himself. For in- 
stance, extending the art of catalogu- 
ing, he had written, 1,000 Best Books 
ot Our Times, which he published in 
1926. Librarian-like, he had gone over 
the shelves of several decades to cata- 
logue their best books for those who 
came up to the circulation desks. 

Unlike most librarians who are con- 
tent to live quiet lives in the archives 
of scholarship, Mr. Dickinson had 
heen to one little crusade. It was in 
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.. “Virginian Pilot,’ November 20, 1960, 


with the permission of the editor 


1903, when he was librarian of the 
Brooklyn Public Library that the 
trustees got on their high horses and 
tried to blackball a couple of books 
that Mr. Dickinson thought would 
make good reading for young Ameri- 
cans of the generation that was just 
turning the corner of the century, and 
later generations. The books were 
Huckleberry Finn and Tom Sawyer. 

Mr. Dickinson hired a hall and got 
Mark Twain to come to Brooklyn. The 
author must have given the librarian a 
turn when he began his address by 
warning the Brooklyn library trustees 
not to let his books “poison the minds 
of youth.” But he had them laughing 
at themselves before he left Brooklyn. 

Not all those who oppose the idiocies 
of censorship can summon a genius 
to give a transfusion of humor to the 
humorless. But bless Mark Twain, 
and may the soul of Asa Don Dickin- 
son rest in peace.
